H UH ^ is Social-Democracy, not C.immunism. We want this 
nnderabood. 

Between Social-Democracy and Communism there i.* .a 
great deal of diSercijce. 

To begin with, Social-Pemc:racy is identical with Col¬ 
lectivism or rational Socialism. 

Collectivism is not a nagation of property, nor is Sooialisnu Please 
keep this in mind. 

Socialism simply demands the collective ownership of the means of 
production and distribution. We will produce in common, but the con- 
aumptioa will remain individoal. 

Social-Democracy will only control our capital—not our projicrty. 
A Socialist Commonwealth wili not do away with the individual owncr- 
anip of property, but only with individual t.'.rnership of oaiiital. 

It if Communism that denies individual ownership of all properly. 
The Communist* want to produce and con*ume in common. Tliere are 
very few conacious Commnniata in the world at the present lime, at least, 
very few remain Commnnista after they understand what the term Com- 
muni*m means. 

To make myself still more explicit, “capital” is that part of wealth 
which is naed as means el production, that is, raw materials, as ma¬ 
chinery, factories, land, etc. To socialize these is the aim of all Social¬ 
ists. But all methods of consumption and personal use will remain 
private properly. 

It IS necessary to -tate this at this time, because there are some 
Communists in thi* party who think they are Jtocialists. There are even 
•ome editors who seem to find it ditfieuit to distinguish between capital 
and property from a .Socialist standpoint. 

.\ .Social-Democracy must socialize capital because in the Co- 
o|kr*.tirc Commonwealth the indnslrial democracy must rule. 

Under the present capitalistic svstem, collective capital—especially 
as organized in the trusts and big coiwration*—has practically nullificl 
most of Uic advantage* of political democracy and thus the .'apitalist 
cla** ha* become tlie ruler of tlie people. 

It is clear from all this that the people must turn the privately 
owni-d capital into collective eapital as a matter of self-preservation. 
The p«>ople must do it, because private capital, which was formerly a 
moan.* of progreas, is now impeding progress. In short, the private 
ownership of capital was for several .lundred years an historical neces¬ 
sity; now the collective ownership of capital is bceoming an historical 
necessity. 

That such is the trend of the time, we can sec at a glance from the 
discussion that ia going on in the daily and weekly papers and in the 
magazine*. But that trend is towards Socialism, not toward* Com¬ 
munism. 

The measures that the Socialist* will take and must take will closely 
connect with the present avstem and evolve from it. As a matter of fact, 
the colleelivity—that is the n-tion, the state and the community—will 
closely follow along the of what people have already long been 
doing. Only they will from a Socialist standpoint. 

.So CoticcUviam ia not Communism, and Karl Marx and Friedrich 
Engp's, for instance, who in their early daya were Communists, later on 
in life became “Collectiviita and Social-Domocrata. Communism has 
often been tried, and outaide of a few small religions communhies,'haa 
failed inwUbly. 

ak .^Jtboiik. IMA Mwiw WM>«.A*M*BM(-FAngieiistio Communiom in ttin 
country. It was aUrted by Albert Bris^ne and some of the most bril¬ 
liant and beet men and women this country has ever produced, partici¬ 
pated in the experiments. But all the eommnnistic i^tlements, whire 
the religious and ascetic element* were lacking, «oon came to nangl^ 
Social-Democracy hs* never b#en tried, because it -will fia the 
outcome of modern conditions—of the invention of machinery and 
the centralization of capital on one hand and the development of 
political democrai^' on the other. Communism would be a step back¬ 
ward, would be a retrogression to a very primitive and low stage of hu¬ 
man eociety. Social-I^mocrscy will' mean a step forward towarda a 
hi^er eivilization than hiatoiy has ever known. 

Just to emphasise the difference between Collectivism (Sodal- 
Democracy) and Communism—between the collective ownership of the 
means of production and distribution and the oopimon ownership of 
everything^there is nothing in Collectivism that wfill prevent people 
who are so inclined from mvt»g. 

Tbej will be able to save just as much a* they wish; they will be 
able to utiHie their aavinp in any manner they choose with one sinyle 
tarings: 'they will not be able in any possible way to “invest” their 
savings, that is to say, they will not be tbks to use their savings to make 
profit 

Of coarse, our eapitalLvts will cry out: “What it the use of a man 
potsaashig a hundred tboiuand dollar^ if he cannot inwst hit money ?” 
Which means what is tha use of a man Dottetting wealth, if he cannot 
use it to work others and live himself without work This, L will sd>r.::, 
is a grievance that cannot be helped, but it ia a grievance vhat it no 
grievance. First, because nnder collectivism, there will not be the 
sli^teet neceseity for indhridool saving with a view of providing for the 
fntiire or old age, for care will be taken of enwy citizen. Second, there 
will b.v no enconragrment for uving, for accninnlsEing capital wUl be 
looked npw as the function of sooiety and not of the mdividnal. 

Bnt it it not my intention to deseriba the Co-operative Conuuua- 
wealth, the Socialist Republic, or shy ether fnture state in this article. 
I have simply tried to bring out a few of ihe differences between

In a former letter I pniraised to point out-the way. and it would se<*m 
the only way, in which farmers had organizjsl and could organize*. It is 
true that farmers have in recent years twice set up strong organizations 
and done quite a lot of business. Once was in IHTl, iluriug the panic 
of ’73 to ’79. Times were mighty hard then and thi- good old grange 
called the farmers toeether. Tliey met in country school houses mostly 
and there they deliberated. Their grange was almost a aaered place to 
them and among other things they highly resolved Uiat it should not bo 
eon laminated with that hateful thing—iMlities. There should lie no 
politics in this gran^—not a bit of it. The grange would keep out of 
politica and it would keep polities nut of the grange. Nevertheless, iho 
nange went heels over head into politics—and they surprised not only 
those who hid an idea the farmers could never organize—never do anv- 
tfaing for themselves, but they sur]>rised even themselves. Like a flash 
they captured state legislatures, flileil them full of grange farmers and 
they proeceiled to legislate for thcmaelvrs and even to amend stale con- 
•titutioDs. Through the agricultural west the farmers hecame a great 
power and oonaidorabic gunge legislation was the result Then the 
panic, with its stress of hard times passed, the farmers got a breathing 
..spell, a few more crumbs fell for them from the rich man’s table, and 
they settled down again rather eontentedlv to work for their capitalist 
masters. 'Tht- grange movement slumpeii. the good old parties vVere 
given erodit for having brought prospi-rity. Tltirty-onc years ago the 
gentle agriculturist ticraroe militant and then a tub was thrown to the 
whale, tlie grange subsided, ami capitalism was again on deck. 

Again in 1HS9 came tlio mumblinpi of m approaching economic 
atonn. It was the Farmers’ Alliance this time. This movement spread 
over the soutli and west and everywhere their shibboleth was “Keep the 
Allianre out of Politics; Keep Politics out of the Alliance 1” But they 
oonldn’t do it. Tlie Alliance went into politics all over. They captured 
•everal states, eheted congressmen and I'nitexl States senators and dur¬ 
ing the time of the panic until 1896 the fanners made themselves, felt 
in the councils of the nation. ’Then “good times” came again,,Uic far¬ 
mers novlded off to sleep and lulled by the sweet song of prosperity, they 
Yrent bark willingly to the serviec of the capitalist masters. There are 
•<0 farmers in congresa now—just lawyers, liankcrs, and other good peo¬ 
ple whom the farmers send there to mid;c tlic laws for them. And tnesc

“That Mr. Berger should have been removed from the National Com- 
jnittcemf the Borialist. party on account of his adnxwcv of tactics that 
have never been specifically and officially condemned liy the party in 
America, and are even endorsed by such loader* os Beliel, in Germany, 
seems to me entirely unwarranted. 

“The •.icmbej* of tlic Socialist parly must learn to be tolerant if the- 
expect to bo a great political force. 

“While I myself disagree with ilr. Berger, not only in his torlies hut 
alao to an extent in hi* economic*, yet I see in him a brother Socialist 
'who is too strong, too honest and too fearliw a comrade for us to lose 
from our national council board. 

‘T hope to tee Mr. Berger reinstated in his old seat.'* 

The above from the pen of Wilshire, in his July issue, help* to 
ihow the common »«n*e view in regard to the Berger case tliat will 
prevail, once the spell of heresy hunting, is lifted and the younger So- 
oialisU can take tlie view that one seasoned in the movement natur¬ 
ally takes. However Comrade Wilsbire’s reference to disagreeing with 
Comrade Berger “also. ..in hi* economics,” deserves a word or so. .As 
we remember it, the difference in view between them had a little some¬ 
thing to do witti a publicly made prior declaration of Wilshire’* that v 
should have Socialism in three years.
